Important Decision in regard to 
the Homestead Act. 


Judge Erskine, in a recent decision, at 
Savannah, has decided: 
1. The bankrupt is not entitled to the ex- 


-emption of a homestead out of land mort- 


vaved by him atthe time of its purchase, 
to secure the payment of the purchase 
money, until the said mortgage is satisfied. 
2. The costs and expenses of the bank- 
ruptcy proceedings are entitled to priority 
of payment out of the fund in Court deri- 
ved from the sale of property. 
His decision sustained a decision of Reg- 
ister Hesseltine, made upon the following 
case: 
On the 16th day of November, 1858, John 
B. Whitehead, the bankrupt, purchased 
trom one W. W. Cheever, a tract of land 
in the State of Georgia, receiving a deed to 
the land and giving his notes, secured by 
mortgage on the said land for the purchase 
money. 
On the 28th of November, 1858, Cheever 
transfers said notes and mortgage to G. B. 
Lamar, who has proven his claim in this 
Court. 
The tract of land constitutes the bank- 
rupt’s entire estate, and under paragraph 
2013 of the Code of Georgia, and section 14 
of the Bankrupt Act, he claims for himself 
and two children, sixty acres of said land. 
including the dwelling house thereon as a 
homestead, or in lieu thereof five hundred 
and twenty dollars in money to be derived 
from the sale of said land. 
As to the first question submitted, “is the 
bankrupt entitled to the exemption of a 
homestead out of land mortgaged by him 
at the time of the purchase to secure the 
payment of the purchase money ?” it is in 
~~ opinion that he is not. 

am well satisfied from a careful exami- 
nation of the law as laid down in the Code 
of Georgia, that it does not give to the 
head of a family a homestead out of land 
thus encumbered. That lien is a valid 
lien, authorized by statute; and the law 
does not anywhere provide for its displace- 
ment in favor of the creator of the lien, 
for the purpose of providing him with a 
homestead. 
It is true that, on the delivery to him of 
the deed, the title of the land is in the pur- 
chaser, and that * a mortgage in this State 
is only asecurity fora debt and passes no 
title.’ (Irwin’s Code, §1,944.) Yet the Su- 
preme Court of this State, in Scott Carhart 


decided that a judgment ut older date than 
a mortgage could not first be satisfied out 
of land where the mortgage was taken as 
security for the purchase money at the 
time of its sale. The conveyance and mort- 
gage were regarded as the several parts of 
one agreement—the sale as only a condi- 
tional one, the condition being expressed 
in the mortgage passed to the vender at the 
time of this delivery of the deed. 
The Courts, by many decisions that I 
need not cite, seem to regard the title to 
real estate not paid for and obtained by 
giving back to the grantor at the time of 

is deed, a mortgage deed to secure the 
faithful payment of the purchase money, 
as at the best, but a conditional title, good 
and complete when the terms and condi- 
tions of the sale shall be complied with by 
the payment of the purchase money. The 
Code under the section on “Property Ex- 
empt from Sale,” paragraph 2013, says: 
“The following property of every debtor 
who is the head of a family shall be ex- 
empt from levy and sale; * * * nor shall 
any valid lien be created thereon, etc.” 
From this, and from what is contained in 
ali this section touching exemption, I de- 
termine that the debtor who seeks to have 
a homestead set apart for himself and 
family, must first have a full and complete 
ownership and title to property ; it must be 
oe pro , unsaddled with any 
encumberance, lien or condition affecting 
his title thereto. To use the phrase I have 
given above to express such titles as the 
ae it must not be a conditional 

itle. 
And further, that after he has had set. off 
to him a homestead out of his property, he 
cannot of himself create any valid lien 
thereon. The Code does not deny the head 
of a family the right to create a lien on 
property not exempted in accordance with 
the provisions of the Homestead act. He 
is free to do what he will with his own, 
convey or mortgage it; and I bold that if 
he mortgages back Jand to secure the pay- 
ment of the purchase money, it isa good 
and valid lien. such asthe law will uphold 
and protect for the vendor against the 
mortgagor or any other person.

AN ITaLian COLONY FOR GEORGIA —We 
had an interview yesterday with Signor 
Joseph Borra, an intelligent Italian whi is 
well acquainted with our county, and par- 
ticularly the State of Georgia. He is now 
at the head of a company of small capital- 
4sts, for whom he wishes to purchase an 
island, say St. Catherine, St.Simons or Cum- 
berland, or any otlheras healthy as these, 
containing from two to five thousand acres 
of good land (no marshes.) They will sur- 
vey and examine the land, two or more 
thousand acres suitable for cultivation and 
the balance in good timber. The price 
must not exceed $5 per acre, and the pay- 
ments, as follows: 
First year they will pay the interest of 
the money at seven per cent.; the second, 
third, fourth, and fifth years equal pay- 
ments with the interest of the money due 
until all be paid. The islands that he has 
seen are St. Simons, Cumberland, and St. 
Catherines. There are others that can an- 
swer as well as these. If the people of 
Georgia desire to open the channel for im- 
migration to this part of this State, the 
must forward their propositions imenedt- 
ately, as he must know before the 10th of 
May next, for in case the owners of the 
land will not accept the proposition the 
company will immediately accept an offer 
in Virginia, and Mr. Borra will proceed to 
Italy by the first steamer in June next.

TUNNELING UNDER THE Sxa.—A scheme 
has been proposed for uniting Ireland and 
Scotland, so as to do away with the neces- 
sity of making a sea passage altogether.
